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DRAINAGE OF DIRT ROADS. 


The good roads question is one that

Even 
in these in many 
cases the work has been only a par- 
tial to the lack of 
proper drainage of the road bed. The 
control of water, as we have pointed 
out for many years, is the first thing 
to be considered in the discussion of 
the subject of good roads. 

Water uncontrolled is the source of 
all bad roads, whether of dirt, gravel, 
macadam, or brick. Water uncon- 
trolled is the main reason why rail- 
road tracks get out of alignment. No 
read whether wagon or rail can ever 
be perfect without the control of 
water. The water with which the 
road builder must deal either comes 
from above, below or from the side. 
Whether from above or below or from 
the side it is one of the most accomo- 
dating things in the world. It is more 
anxious to get off than to stay and 
will get away provided you don’t re- 
strain it, or in other words provided 
you will give it a chance. Water will 
get off the surface of the road pro- 
vided you will keep it rounded up; 
water will get away from below pro- 
vided you drain it. No matter what 
kind of road you build, the first es- 
sential is road drainage. It is use- 
less, absolutely useless, to put on 
gravel, stone or brick or to lay down 
railroad tracks unless you first get 
rid of the under water. Before grad-

There is a great deal more in this 
than farmers generally realize. Why 
do we under drain the road? Most 
people seem to think that the sole 
object of draining the land is to re- 


move the surface water. Instead it is 
to lower the water level in the soil. 
The sun and wind will soon get rid of 


the surface but if the foundation of 
the road bed is soft through the 
presence of under water the wheels 


will soon create ruts, the first shower 
will fill these with water and the road 
is soon a mass of mud. If you lower 
the water level so that you have a dry 
subsoil, a dirt road will surprise you 
by the amount of load it will carry. 
Another reason why you should under 
drain the road is to dry the ground 
quickly after a freeze. The frost 
doesn’t come out of the ground alto- 
gether at the top but quite as much 


at the bottom. If your road is prop 
erly under drained this water wil! 
get away and your road will have a 


solid surface. 

Another object of this under drain- 
age is to get rid of the underflow. 
By this we mean that there is a cur- 
rent of water flowing under the road. 


If the former has a cistern on high 
groun’! into which he pumps water 
from his windmill first and allows 








it to flow through pipes to his tanks, 
he knows that unless it is controlled 
by his floats the water in the tank 
will overflow and drain his cistern. 
So the water in the high lands in the 
fields adjoining will constantly press 
down and cause the water to rise up 
in the road bed passing through wwe 
farm in precisely the same way but 
not to the same degree. This is what 
the called hydrostatic pressure of 
water and operates in the field and in 
the road bed as well as in the cistern 
and tank. If the road is under 
drained this water passes away and 
does not saturate the subsoil as the 
frost goes out. 

But this under drainage does not 
altogether prevent the destructive 
effects of frost in the road. The up- 
lifting action of frost is altogether 
due to the presence of water. Water 
expands in freezing and loosens the 
soil and then when it begins to thaw 
it leaves the ground spongy and wet 
and we say the roads “break up.” 

In the rolling sections of the West 
one of the greatest causes of bad 
roads is bog holes on the hillsides. 
These are always located just above 
the outcrop of a clay vein, as usually 
the veins just above which wells are 
found. The water is found in the 
well because it has soaked down 
through the porous subsoil until it 
comes to a vein of hard clay over 
which there is usually a strata of 
sand. Here is where we get all our sur- 
face water. This outcrop of clay is con- 
tinuous and generally level over the 
entire ‘country. When the outcrop 
occurs in the road there is neces- 
sarily a big hole. The water can’t 
get through the clay and must, there- 
fore, come out into the head of a 
slough or wherever else it can. 

It is no difficult matter to take 
these bog holes out simply by under 
drainage. The drains may be of any 
shape that will intercept the water 
before it comes to the surface. The 
bottom of the drain should rest on the 
clay and the entire drain should oe 
the hill far enough to catch the water 
before it comes to the surface. Sixty 
feet of drain tile properly located 
wiil take out any of these bog holes. 
Where the water comes into the road 
from the side and along the bottom 
the drain should be on the side and 
should be on the side next the high- 
est land and located from three to 
four feet under the bottom of the 
ditch. In other words, the ditch 
should carry. off the surface water 
and the drain will keep the bottom 
of the road bed dry. 

We tell this old story and expect 
to tell it about once a year as long 


as we live because it contains the 
very A, B, C of road making. It is 
utter nonsense to put dirt, brush, 


stone, or anything else in a road ex- 
cept for purely temporary purposes 
until provision has been made for 
carrying off the under water. When 
this is done we are ready to take up 
the question of grading but not be- 
fore. Good bridges and drains and 
the use.of good, practical, common 
horse sense on the part of the 
supervisors will make _ reasonably 
good roads at comparatively smal! 
expense everywhere except where 
heavy hauling requires a _  cover- 
ing either of gravel or macadam. 
These, however, are of no use unless 
the under water is first taken off. 
A dirt road well drained is far better 
than a gravel or stone road not prop- 
erly drained, and is a good deal 
cheaper to make. ‘ 

If this is too strong meat for some 
of our people let us hear from them. 
The time for working the roads will 
soon ‘be here and the quicker we get 
down to the elementary truth and ab- 
solute first principles of road making, 
to the bottom or. bottom facts, the 
less money we will throw away in 
the future as we have done in the 
past. You will hearf om us during 
the summer on other phases of road 
making! 


THE OX WARBLE. 

Mr. Geo, A. Martin, Brattleboro, Vt., 
comes to our aid in the ox warble fly 
controversy in the following: 

“You are right in holding that the 
ox warble fly does not deposit 
its eggs in the back of its vic- 
tim, but in other parts, whence they 
are licked’ by the ani:nal and thus con- 
veyed to the stomach, and that from 
thence the larvae find their wav 
through the tissues to the muscles of 
the back. There they develop and 
penetrate the skin from within, until 
it is entirely perforated. I was con- 
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nected with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and witnessed the re- 
searches of Prof. Riley and Dr. Cooper 
Curtice, in this matter. Pieces of skin 
from the backs of freshly slaugatered 
animals were brought into the labora- 
tory from time to time, for inspection. 
Some of them would have larvae 
wholly inside of the skin, others part- 
ly penetrated from within, and still 
others with a fat larva embedded in 
the substance of the skin. In no case 
was a section of skin seen containing 
a larva penetrating it from the sur- 
face. The investigations left no room 
to doubt the accuracy of Dr. Curtice’s 
theory that the American species of 
warble fly deposits its eggs elsewhere 
than on the back of the animal in- 
fested.” 

We hope the doubting Thomasses 
who have been disposed to laugh at 
our position in this matter will read 
the above carefully. We have been 
asked sometimes whether in stating 
this theory we were simply advancing 
a theory or scheme to account for the 
existence of warbles,or whether scient- 
ists had actually seen for themselves 
the development of the insect as it 
has been described. Here now is the 
testimony of the scientist. He tells 
us that in the pieces of skin from the 
backs of freshly slaughtered animals 
some have the larvae wholly inside 
with no outside communication, others 
were making their connection with 
the outside air, and still others had 
perfected the opening; and that in no 
case was there a section of the skin 
seen containing a warble larvae pen- 
etrating it from the outside. 

It must be borne in mind that in- 
vestigators like Prof. Riley and Dr. 
Curtice don’t make statements which 
they are not prepared to substantiate. 
The scientific method is to get your 
facts first and get the theory after- 
wards and if the theory don’t account 
for all facts discard it and keep on 
accumulating facts until a theory is 
hit wpon that will account for every- 
thing established. The _ scientific 
method is very slow and laborious. 
It is seldom profitable to the scientist 
himself but his work is absolutely es- 
sential to the highest success of the 
modern farmer. We can do nothing 
worth while in combatting an insect 
foe until we first find out the entire 
life history of the foe and thus know 
how to combat it. 





OUR INSECT FRIENDS. 


Farmers are too much disposed to 
regard all insects as enemies. In this 
they are greatly mistaken. In fact 
were it not for our insect friends, or 
the good insects, the bad ones, the 
sinners among them, would multiply 
an extent that 
the prairies would speedily become a 
For example, nothing that 
science has ever been able to do has 
availed much in getting rid of the 
Hessian fly. Late sowing in the fall, 
plowing under of infested fields and 
burning of stubble and chaff from the 
fields partially infested about all that 
the farmer has been able to do to the 
Hessian fly. As soon, however, as the 
fly increases beyond reasonable limits 
parasites appear which apparently 
wipe out the entire race for a few 
years. There are always, however, 
enough left for seed. 

Were it not for the ladybugs and 
the predaceous or carnivorous beet- 
les, the insect pests would in two or 
three years be ten times as bad as 
they are now. Prof. Stedman, the 
entomologist of the Missouri station, 
makes this broad statement: “As a 
matter of fact few injurious insects 
are eaten by birds. It is the predace- 
ous ones that hold the others in check 
and do vastly more good than all the 
birds, traps, sprays and other natural 
and artificial means combined.” 

This matter becomes particularly 
important when farmers are recom- 
mended to light fires in their or- 
chards on summer nights or to set 
trap lanters for the purpose of de- 
stroying injurious insects. On this 
point the experiment station of Ne- 
braska says, in speaking of the trap- 
ping of the codling moth: ‘“Practi- 
eally no codling moths have been 
eaught. If now and then one has 
been caught it appears to have been 
by accident rather than otherwise, 
and the number would in no way war- 
rant the destruction of beneficial in- 
which accompanies the at- 
tempt.” It is always well to discrim- 
inate between your friends and your 
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desert. 
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enemies and at no time is it ore 
important than in dealing wit 
sects.

THE SCARCITY OF TEACHERS IN 
THE RURAL SCHOOLS. 


Some weeks ago we called attention 
to the fact that in at least two coun- 
ties of the state of Iowa where we 
attended institutes a few schools had 


remained vacant the entire winter 
cause no teachers could be obtained 
Recent statements from school offi 
ials having knowledge of matters 
over the state show that this condi- 
tion prevails in a great many coun- 
ties of the state. It might also be 
added with equal truthfulness that on 
account of the scarcity of teachers 
many have been employed that wer 
not qualified. It is also stated that 
on account of this scarcity of com 
petent teachers there is likely to be i: 
the next year considerable advanc« 
the wages of teachers of the ru 
schools. 

This is another example of evils 
working out their own cures. As we 
have stated heretofore, if rural s 
expect to get good teachers they must 
pay the price. Teachers will not lx 
wanting if sufficient salary is given. 
Teachers must not be expected to de 
vote themselves to teaching schoo! at 
a personal sacrifice. If they can make 
more money in another direction the 
Must be expected to do so. 
boards can remedy this matter at once 
and get the best there is. 

We do not expect wages in the coun- 
try-to be as high as they are in the 
city schools and for several good rea 
sons. The cost of living in the city is 
much higher than in the country. The 
country grows the school teachers and 
the expense of living at home is ai- 
ways less than living away from home 
There are plenty of bright boys and 
them the capacity of making teachers 
girls in the rural districts that have in 
second to none, for as we stated some 
time ago, it takes something 
than learning to make a_ school 
teacher. They must have a knack, 
the “know-how” of teaching. We hav 
known men with their heads crammed 
full of knowledge who were nothing 
more than learned dunces. Knowl- 
edge plus the wit to use it, the “know 
how” makes the teacher. There is 
plenty of good stuff among the young 
men and women of the farms to fur- 
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more 


nish every school with an efficient 
teacher, provided school boards will 
pay what it is worth. The valuation 


ot farm property is to be increased this 
year which will put more money in 
the school treasury. Now spend it by 
increasing the effeciency of the 
schools and the capacities of the boys 
and girls to get on in the work. Such 
spending is profitable and is not spend 
ing but investing, and investing where 
the returns are adequate and sure.

Our Weekly Sabbath Suidanda besson.

THE PARTING. 

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for May 19, 1901. Luke 24: 44-53; 
Acts 1:1-11.) 

At first sight it would appear that 
this lesson is the report of three or at 
least two meetings of the risen Lord 
with His disciples. If we are to fol- 
low Luke exclusively, the lesson down 
to the close of verse 48 in the 24th 
chapter of Luke was spoken on the 
first Easter evening when for the first 
time Jesus appeared to the eleven, 
constituting them His witnesses ana 
for this purpose enabling them to un- 
derstand the scriptures. The 49th 
verse was certainly not spoken at that 
time else the disciples would not have 
gone to Galilee at all. It must have 
been uttered when they returned forty 


days a‘terwards to the Jewish feast of 
pentecost and just before the final 
earthly parting. 


At this teast of pentecost there seen 
to have been two meetings betwee 
Jesus and His disciples, the account 
first closing with Acts 1:5 and 
the second with verse 11 of the same 
chapter. If, however, we were to con- 
fine to the account of Luke we would 
be compelled to believe that the final 
earthly parting took place on the night 
following the first Easter, whereas we 
know that it did not occur until forty 
days afterwards. This enables us to 
put the proper interpretation on “and” 
in the 44th, 49th and 50th verses. They 
are not intended to indicate direct 
sequence of time but are simply the 
grouping together of events that oc 
curred after an interval of days or 
weeks. It is, therefore, more likely 
aid indeed quite certain that verses 
44-48 are a summary of His teachings 
at various times during the forty days 
with a v.ew toward qualifying them 
ior their future work. 

He reminds them that while He was 
with them He had diligently taught 
them the Hebrew scriptures which He 
had always recognized as the revela 
tions of the Divine will. To two facts 
did he especially call their attenuon. 
First, that the Messiah whom the 
scriptures forteold from the writings 
of Moses and onward was to be a sul- 
fering Messiah, bearing the sins of the 
people; second, that the triumphs 0- 
His k.ngdom were mor2l and not politi- 
cal, triumphs wrought by truth and 
not by the sword. It must be remem. 


of the 


bered that the Jews divided their 
sacred scriptures into* three parts, 
Moses, the Prophets, and the Psalms 


(Luke 24:44). To the second fact to 
which Moses, the Psalms, (especially 
the seventy-second) and all the 
prophets gave witness alone. This 
revelation of the Divine will is not the 
especial patrimony of the Jews al 
though for the time it was commended 
to their keeping, nor were they the 
sole heirs of its promises, but it was 
extended to all nations. Moses pro- 
vided for the stranger, Solomon in his 
Writings anticipates the time when the 
Stranger should worship in the temple. 
Joel, Daniel, Isaiah and the other 
prophets looked forward to the time 
When the religion which they preached 
would be world wide. 


These two cardinal doctrines of the 
lestament were especially obnoxious 
to the Jewish hierarchy. It wounded 


their pride to think that the heathen 
was to become sharer in this kingdom. 
It laid the ax at the root of their 


earthiy ambitions to be told that the 
conquest of the earth was to he by 
truth and not by the sword. To these 


two cardinal 
apostles be 


principles must the 
witnesses that repentance 
and remission of sins could be secured 
only through the name and atonement 
of a suffering Messiah, and that His 
atonement was as available for the 
Gentile as the Jew. The proclamation 
of this message must begin at Jeru- 
salem for the chosen people had the 
revelation of the Divine will. To them 
the offer of salvation must be made first 
and by believers among them be car- 
ried to all nations. This was the mis 
sion of the Jewish race, to preserve the 
knowledge of the true God until the 
nations were ripe to receive it and 
then to carry the glad tidings to all 
the world. 

Seven weeks, or the interval between 
the two Jewish feasts of the passover 
and pentecost, had passed. It was 
now known through a wide circle of 
the friends and followers of Jesus that 


He had indeed risen. Possibly also 
known, or at least expected that He 
would meet with them at pentecost. 
This would raturally cause a large 
number of His friends and followers 
to attend this feast. Two meetings are 
described with some interval becween 
but possibly both in the same day. At 
the first He awakened great expecta- 
tion by commanding them not to de- 
part from Jerusalem but to wait for 
the promise of the Holy Spirit, the 
comforter of whom He had told them 
who would bring all things to thei: 
remembrance of whatsoever He haa 
said to them, who should make all 
dark things clear, who would show 
them things to come, who should sus- 
tain them at every hour of trial, sug: 


gest to them what to say and how to 


say it. You have, said He, been bap- 
tized with water by John the Baptist 
that eminent servant of God who ut- 
tered testimony to me that I should 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire. That promise is about to be 
fulfilled. Wait ior its iulfillment at 
Jerusalem. All authority in heaven 
and in earth is given to Me. Tarry a: 
Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high. 

As the Jewish scriptures had foretold 
that there should be a great ou.pour: 
ing of the Spirit in the Mess.aa’s days 
some of the apostles thought they saw 
in these words an indirect intimation 
that the Messiah’s kingdom, for which 
they had so long hoped, was about to 
be set up and so at the next interview 
they asked the question: Wilt Thou 





at this time restore the kingdom oi 


Israel? But He said to them, “It is 
not for you to know the times nor the 
seasons which the Father has put in 
His own power.” This kingdom will 
be established. Just when and how 
you are not prepared to understand. 
But said He, when you receive the 
Holy Spirit, you will receive power 
that will qual..y you ior the establish- 
ment of this kingdom. It will be a 
world wide kingdom. You are to es- 
tablish it by bearing witness to the 
truth, not merely here in Jerusalem 
but in all Judea, in Samar:a as wel) 
and unto the uttermost parts of tne 
earth. This kingdom is to be esiab- 
lished by the proclamation of the truth 
through your testimony. 

Then walking with them as of old 
until they were over against Bethany, 
that is until they were on the Mount 
of Olives where the road forked to go 
to Bethany, He paused and lifting up 
His hands bestowed them for the last 
time on earth His blessing. And 
while He thus blessed them He was 
parted from them and carried up 
into heaven and a cloud received Him 
out of their sight, not the dark cloud 
signifying wrath and destruction but 
the Shekinah, or the visible presence 
of God; that which Moses saw in the 
bush; that which was the pillar of fire 
by night to the children of Israel in 
their wanderings; that which appeared 
between the cherubim and signified 
the acceptance of the offering in the 
ancient temple; that which revealeu 
the presence of the Almighty to 
Ezekiel by the river Chebar. In other 
words, it was the well recognized 
symbol of the presence of the Al- 
mighty. While they continued to look 
steadfastly two angels in the form of 
men stood by them in white apparel 
and said: “Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven?

FARMERS AS | LEGISLATORS. 


The state of Iowa will elect half of 
its senators and all of its house of 
representatives this year. As a ima- 
jority of the people of the state live 
on farms and farmers pay the jarger 
part of the taxes, it is but reasona!le 
and right that farmers, and farm in- 
fluences should ‘predominate in the 
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legislature. We have but one bit of 
advise to give to members of either 
party and that it don’t support a man 
simply because he is a farmer. Poli- 
ticians often find it advisible to se- 
lect a farmer for the General Assem- 
bly but if the selection is left to them 
they are not likely to select the kind 
of a farmer which the farmer’s inter- 
est requires. They are quite likely 
to select a man who is more of a 
politician that a farmer and who may 
play the part of the rogue steers kept 
at the large slaughter houses to lead 
other steers) to the slaughter. We 
have many times seen laws framed by 
shrewd, far-seeing professional men 
and for the farmers as well as the 
public interest defeated by the farm- 
ers themselves. We would like to see 
the majority of the next Iowa legisla- 
ture made up of farmers but we wouid 
not care to see it made up of farm 
politicians. 

In nominating a farmer for the legis- 
lature select one of the shrewdest, 
most far-seeing, level-headed men chat 
the farm can furnish, a man who can 
not easily be deceived or led astray 
by lobbyists or legislators, a man who 
will not feel flattered by mileag 
books so that he can go home and see 
his farm every Saturday. night witnout 
cost, telegraph or telephone franks co 
he can communicate with his family 
when he pleases, or express franks by 
which -he can receive or send things 
to the farm without cost and a wan 
who will not be flattered by attentions 
paid to his family when they come to 
see him. Sele.t a thorough-going, 
practical, shrewd man! with great com- 
mon sense and sound judgment. By 
doing so farmers will have the voice 
in legislation that their own financit 
interests require; otherwise not, ro 
matter how many farmers are sent to 
the legislature. 





TAXATION ON GROSS AND NET 
EARNINGS OF RAILROADS. 


The apologists for the two members 
of the council who forced on the state 
the recent railroad assessment are 
now deriving great comfort from the 
forthcoming report of the Iowa Rail- 
road Commission which shows the per 
cent of taxes paid on the gross and 
net earnings of the various railroads 
of the state. We wwiill hesitatingiy a-- 
‘ept the statements therein made as 
correct which shows ‘that the taxes 
per mile were $129 in 1880 and $163 
in 1901; that the per cent of the gross 
earnings paid to the state in taxes was 
2.6 per cent in 1880 and was three 
per cent in 1901; that the per cent of 
net earnings paid in taxes was 8.7 
per cent in 1880 and 9.7 per cent in 
1901. 

This is all as it should be. The 
increases of taxes per mile should cer- 
tainly be expected. They have in- 
creased about twenty-five per cent. 
Does anyone pretend to say that in 
the last twenty years the railroads 
with all their new improvements, with 
the increase of business, has not in- 
cieased more than twenty-five per cent 
in a.tual value? In view of this show- 
ing and in view of the amount of 
money invested in them during the 
last twenty years the railroads are 
undertaxed instead of overtaxed. Dur- 
ing these twenty years wooden bridges 
have been taken out and iron bridges 
substituted. The old iron rails have 
been taken out and steel rails substi- 
tuted. On most of the roads these 
light steel rails have been taken out 
and heavier steel rails substituted. 
Curves have been taken out, grades 
reduced and millions of money spent 
in ballasting and in various other 
ways. On most of the roads more 
money has been expended since -1880 
than the roads originally cost. If the 
farmer makes anything like such im- 
provements on the farm his valuation 
is proportionately increased. Why 
should any different law be applied to 
the railroads? 

It is on the point of net earnings, 
however, that the stress is mostly 
laid. “How,” says the apologist, 
“would the farmer like to pay three 
per cent of his gross earnings or nine 
ind seven-tenths per cent of his net 
earnings for taxes?” Let us compare 
the situation of the farmer and the 
railroad official. Every railroad in the 
state carries a mortgage equal to one- 
half or two-thirds of its actual value 
cost 








Put a mortgage of that kind on 
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the farm. Every man in the employ 
of the railroad from the superindent 
down draws a good salary. Put the 
farmer, his wife, and the boys over 
fifieen years of age on a salary. De- 
duct repairs, taxes for the last year, 
insurance and other fixed charges. 
Then let the farmer figure out for him- 
self what per cent of his gross re- 
ceipts, deducting’ his purchases for 
the farm expenses, deducting the items 
above mentioned, he would be willing 
to pay in order to go tax free nexi 
year. Each man can figure it out for 
himself and see how glar.ing is the 
misrepresentation that is sought to be 
made of the facts stated in this show- 
ing of the Railroad Commission. 

It is a good crop the year around 
that averages ten dollars per acre on 
the average farm. Eight dollars per 
acre is nearer the truth. It is good 
grass land that rents for more than 
two dollars per acre,

The Iowa Agricultural Department 
announces their plans for the next 
state fair August 23d to 30th inclu- 
sive, Friday and Saturday as usual 
being preparation days with preach- 
ing on the fair grounds on Sab daca 
Monday will be Children’s Day when 
all children under fifteen years of age 
from any part of the state are ad 
mitted free.

According to the new census 
figures the total number of farms in 
the United States has increased from 
4,500,000 in 1890 to 5,700,000 in 1900 
and those operated by tenants have 
increased between 40 and 45 per cent, 
while those tilled by their owners 
have increased between i5 and 18 per

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Preparing the Seed Bed.

In the two articles on “Burning 
Corn Stalks” and “Alfalfa after Sor- 
ghum” in recent issue of the Farmer 
practically the same considerat'n is 
sought—namely, a _ well pulverized 
surface plowed under to form a close 
mechanical conne tion with the sub- 
soil, When you advise burning the 
stalks and disking the ground before 
plowing, you are giving a most valu- 
able piece of advice; but I presume 
many readers will pass it over and 
not consider the disking worth wuile. 
I have followed this pra-tice for years 
and believe that it will bring better re- 
turns than a coat of manure for all 
crops that need rain in summer, be-

government reports, and is expected 
1o have a steadying effect on the 
market and to be of value to farmers 
in deciding upon the planting and 
marketing of their crops.

Checking vs. Listing Corn. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

As it is getting near corn planting 
time and there seems to be quite a 
division of farmer minds as to which 


is the best way of putting corn in the 
ground—checking or listing—I would 
like to give my observation and ex- 


perience on the corn question since | 


left Iowa and came to Nebraska in 
1887. I have tried both ways and 
have watched others and by close 
study have come to the conclusion 
that the lister is one of the worst 
curses that has been invented for the 


farming classes. In the first place it 
drains off the water which we should 
try to hold against the dry times we 
have here in July and August. By 
deep plowing we get a good reservoir 


to hold the early rains and by good 
cultivation we can hold more moist- 
ure for the dry time than where 


ground is listed. With the exception 
of one year (1897) I have raised from 
ten to twenty more bushels of corn 
per acre where I plowed and checked 
than where I listed, and with 
hard work on my teams. The 
two years I discarded the lister alto- 


ieSs 


last 


gether. Where the lister is used con- 
tinually on rough and rolling ground, 
all the good soil is soon washed down 
to our streams and is gone. Some 
farms in this county (Thayer), that 
were as good as any in the county 
thirteen years ago, are now almost 


worthless for corn raising. Nothing 
is left but clay and hardpan, so there 
is nothing to raise a crop on. What 
I want to show up is the cause of our 
drouths. Until 1893 we had pretty 
good crops in this western country. 
Then the lister began to gain the day 
with the farmers. Then came dry 
times. Before that we had dry spells; 
but the ground was in shape to stand 
much dry weather. We therefore got 
more corn than we do now, with the 
ground in ditches all over the farm 
to run the water off as fast as it falls. 
I hope this will put the farmers to 
thinking, instead of cursing the coun- 
try for what it is not to blame for.

Pocket Gophers. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

Pocket gophers do no good but as 
much harm as they can in meadow or 
pasture. The best way to catch them 
is in traps. They are smart and hard 
to catch. I use a No. 0 steel trap, al- 
though No. 1 is better. I go around 
the farm before 9 a. m. If their holes 
are not open before that, they will not 
be open that day. When you find a 
hole open, fasten a trap to a stake set 
solid in the ground. After the trap is 
set, put a wide board, or stock food 
pail cover, over the hole and cover all 
over with dirt, so as to make the hole 
dark, that the gopher may not see tle 
trap. Do not disturb the trap until 
next morning. Leave the chain s'!ack. 
If caught, the chain will be pulled up 
tight and the rest of the hole packed 
as full of dirt as possible. Do not get 
within reach of the gopher until he is 
dead. If he gets hold of you, you 
won’t want him to again. The first 
one pays for the trap and after ‘hat 
we get ten cents apiece for them, al- 
though worth more than that. ‘They 
will ruin a pasture or meadow in two 
or three seasons. Every time you run 
into one when mowing, you have to 
get off and clean out. Let others give 
their experience with the rascals.

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Swamp or Humus Land. 

Farmers in northern Iowa who are 
draining out their peat and 
swamp lands find themselves face to 
face with a pretty serious problem 
which is stated by a northern Iowa 
correspondent in the following: 

“J have recently moved from Illinois 
and I am not posted on everything and 
come to you for advice. There is a 
slough on my place of about seven acres 
which has been fairly tiled and is dry 
has since been cropped _ three 
years. The first year it was in flax, 
the two next years in corn. Each 
time the corn has been almost a total 
failure. The neighbors here say that 
a good crop cannot be grown on this 
place for a good many years. They 
keep plowing and planting. If it fails 
as it uually does, they do the same 
thing next year until after while it 
will grow clover. I don’t want to lose 
the use of this land for so long if 
there is any other way or any other 
crop that will succeed. Only a small 
fraction of this slough is what you 
would call peat. It is just old rotten 
sods and so loose a plow will scarcely 
turn it over. Although dry a team 
will sink in ankle deep and a disk 
when run over it will go in till the 
frame rubs the ground. Now shall I 
plow this ground or not? In _ the 
country from which I came if a man 
planted corn without plowing they 
would run him off the place, but it 
seems to me this land is too loose al- 
ready and there is nothing to turn 
under except old corn stalks. Now is 
there any other crop than corn that 
will be a success in this land?” 

Our correspondent has run us up 
against a hard While his 
land is not all peat yet it is all evi- 
dently peaty and under the 
class of peat or humus soils, of which 
there are some in Iowa and more in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. What to do 
with them is troubling a great many 
farmers just now. In last week’s issue 
there was a communication from a 
Scotchman telling just what they did 
with them in that country. If this 
soil can be burned off as he suggests 
and the burning confined to the sur. 


face, we would think it about the right 
thing to do. This, however, cannot 
be done in this climate. 

This subject has been more thor- 
oughly investigated by the Wisconsin 
Station than any other and we advise 
our readers who have lands of this 
kind to send ten cents to pay for post- 
age to the Wisconsin Station, Madison, 
Wisconsin, and secure bulletin No. 80. 
Our Wisconsin subscribers are ot 
course entitled to it on request and 
it will be sent them upon receipt of 
their name and address. We cannot 
discuss this bulletin but we give the 
conclusions that are most important 
to our readers. 

“First, so far as the elements or 
plant food are concerned, this soil 
contains a higher per cent than most 
of the best upland soils. Second, the 
soil when dry is easy to work and 
maintains an excellent tilth, but when 
reciaimed they are often found rela- 
tively unproductive, especially after 
two or three years. Third, their pro- 
ductiveness frequently varies to a 
marked degree in different seasons 
and without any evident cause for it. 
Fourth, coarse barnyard manure in al- 
most all cases greatly improves even 
the best of these lands, enabling them 
to give large yields. Fifth, coarse 
litter, like straw, plowed in is often 
very helpful; a good dressing of ma- 
nure may materially increase the yiela 
for four consecutive years. 

“Sixth, heavy crops of oat hay can 
often be grown upon the lands but the 
Plants are liable to lodge and not fill 
well if left to mature. Seventh, it is 
difficult to get a good stand of clover 
and winter killing is very common. 
Eighth, timothy and red top appear to 
do best among the grasses, but it is 
often very difficult to get a stand of 
these if the field has been cultivated 
Several years. Ninth, almost any crop 
may be grown upon these soils if they 
are manured and very heavy crops of 
corn. Tenth, in sowing to grain and 
Seeding after corn, which has _ been 
kept clean, it will generally be best 
not to plow on account of the naturally 
loose character of the soil. If plow- 
Ing Must be done and the ground is 
dry enough to do so it will be best to 
roll to increase the firmness.” 

We have written this correspondent

when the crop is in the dough stage or 
before it lodges; second, take another 
portion of it and manure it thorough- 
ly and plant to corn (this is the only 
case in which we recommend coarse 
manure plowed under for corn); third, 
sow another portion of it to rape. 
We would not plow any of this land 
except for the purpose of covering the 
coarse manure. The trouble with 
growing corn on this land seems tv 
be that there is some poisonous ele- 
ment in it which prevents the develop- 
ment of corn roots at the beginning 
and when they are near the surface. 
Just what that is nobody seems to 
know. 

After these soils have been drained 
out and weathered and compacted they 
will be good lands, among the best on 
the farm. What to do with them after 
draining and while this natural heal- 
ing of the sick land is going on is a 
question that should mostly concern 
the owner now and to this end we 
have suggested the above mentioned 
experiments. 





Clover Hay Worm. 

This is the time of the year when 
we receive letters from farmers want- 
ing to know whether we know any- 
thing about the worm they find in the 
bottom of their hay stacks and barns 
and wishing to know whether it is 
safe to feed the cattle, etc., ete. It is 
now nearly ten years since we pointed 
out the danger to clover growers from 
clover hay worm and we are only re- 
peating once more what we have said 
all these years. The hay itself is not 
dangerous to stock although it is 
badly damaged. During the months ot 
January and February in the latitude 
of lowa we would not hesitate to feed 
it but at this time of year we would 
not feed it at all but would make a 
whole burnt offering of every stack 
bottom and would haul all hay out of 
the barn and burn it. 

Where the barn is infested we would 
prepare whitewash and put in some 
arsenic and with it thoroughly white. 
wash the inside of the mow. The ob- 
ject of this is to destroy the pupa 
which will soon begin to pass through 
their transformation into moths. 
These will lay their eggs on the clover 
in the fields or stacks and be ready to 
furnish a new crop of worms next 
year. 

If you stack your hay next year, be 
sure and keep the stack off the ground 
as far as possible and sprinkle slacked 
lime liberally in each load of hay put 
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in the stack up to the height of four 
feet. The fact that they confine them- 
selves to the bottom shows that they 
must have moisture. Therefore, give 
them as little moisture as possible. 
Slacked lime is a bad thing for any 
kind of insect and the object of using 
it is to make it as uncomfortable for 
the young worms as _ possible. We 
don’t promise that this will give re- 
lief in one year but if persevered in 
it will so reduce the numbers that they 
will do comparatively little damage.

IOWA CROPS. 


For week ending May 6. 

The past week Was unseasonably warm, 
with six days of brisk winds and very dry 
weather The average daily temperature 
ranged from 10 to 14 degrees above normal. 
The week closed with well distributed 
showers and cooler weather, affording more 
favorable conditions to grass and grain and 
putting the soil in better tilth for planting. 

Farming operations have progressed fa- 
vorably, and preparations for planting corn 
are now well advanced. Considerable prog 
ress has been made in planting in all dis- 
tricts, and reports show more than the us- 
ua! acreage of corn planted for the first 
week in May, with prospect of early com- 
pletion. ‘The work has been done with good 
conditions of soil, except in tields where 
the muddy surface was encrusted by drying 
winds. 

The high temperature of the past two 
wecks has brought the season about up to 
the average in respect to growth of all 
forms of vegetation; but general farm work 
has been retarded, especially in sections 
where the soil is not naturally dry or thor- 
oughly drained. The general crop outiook 
is encouraging 

NEBRASKA CROPS. 

The first part of the past week was warm 
and dry, with high south wind. The last 
days of the week were cool, with heavy 
general rains. The daily mean temperature 
has averaged from 10 degrees to 12 degrees 
above the normal. The weekly maximum 
temperatures were generally between 8&5 
per cent and 90 per cent. 

The rainfali of the week fell on the last 
days of the week, and generally exceeded 
the normal for the first week in May in the 
eastern part of the state In the western 
counties it was about or slightly below nor- 
mai. In a large part of the eastern portion 
the rainfall ranged from 1 to 2.5 inches 

The past week has been favorable for the 
advancement of farm work, and generally 
for the growth of vegetation The high 
south wind dried out the top of the ground 
and in some instances retarded the growth 
of oats, wheat and grass, but no damage re 
sulted to any trop, because of the timely 
rain the last of the week. At the close of 
the week winter wheat was in very fine 
condition. Oats and spring wheat are com- 
ing up evenly and growing well. Grass Is 
still somewhat backward, but is now suffi-

The greatest amount of snowfall rec- 
orded in any twenty-four hours (record ex- 
tending to winter of 1884-8 only) was ten 
inches on May 20th, 1882.

Veterinary Inquiries. 


Abortion:—W. J. C. (lowa) has a mare 
that shows symptoms of abortion. Keep 
the animal quiet and give one dram pow- 
dered opium at a dose three times a day 
until the symptoms disappear. 

Lameness:—A. A. (lowa) has a 4-year-old 
colt that went lame in the shoulder after 
being used to harrow in the mud. Rub the 
affected part three times a day with soap 
liniment. If the muscles waste, mix two 
drams cantharides with one-half ounce lard 
and rub a little on the wasted part once a 
week, 

Periodic Opthulmia:—J. H. H. (Neb.) has 
a porse that has sure eyes, What is gener 
ally known as * moon-eyed."’ Also a horse 
that is sweenied. Bathe the sore eyes with 
cold water twice a say and after cach 
bathing put a little of the following intw 
each eye with a fevther: Acetate of lead, 
ten grains; tincture of opium, ten drams: 
water, two ounces. For sweeny mix tou) 
drams cantharides with two ounces lard. 
hub on a little once a week and continue 
it for several weeks, if needed. 

Strain:—A. S. (lowa) has a horse that 
stiuined ‘ts ankle last fall. It is swollen 
and the horse is lame. Mix two drams 
biniodide of mercury with two ounces iard 
and rub on a little. Let it remain on foi 
twenty-four nours and then wash off. Re 
peat the blister every third week until th: 
swelling disappears. Keep the horse’s head 
tied up while the blister is on. After it is 
washefl off the horse can be turned out to 
grass, if necessary. 

Injury:—D. J. 8S. (lowa) has a mare that 
got hooked in the flank by a cow. The 
wound is healing, but there is a hard lump 
forming above the wound. Mix one ounce 
acetate of lead and two ounces tincture of 
arnica with one quart of water. Bathe the 
part well three times a day with a littk 
of this. Also give one-half ounce nitrate 
of potassium at a dose in the drinking 
Water twice a day for one week. 

Ringbone in Horses:—A_ subscriber asks 
for a cure for ringbone. Ringbone is vim- 
ply a growth of bone on the upper and 
jower pastern bones of the horse. If the 
deposit is oniy on the sides it is some- 
times known as side bones, but the nature 
is the same in each case and lameness Is 
the result It is caused by strains, bruises 
or injuries to the cartilage of the joints 
Sometimes the lameness exists for several 
months before the enlargement can be no- 
ticed and at other times the enlargement 
appears tirst and in a few cases there is no 
lameness at all. As a rule sooner or later 
lameness will result, and for this renson it 
is not safe to buy a ringboned horse as 
sound. If the growth is on the front foot 
it is harder to cure, becuse the larger part 
of the horse's weight rests on his forefeet. 
rhe inflammation should be reduced by ap- 
plying for several days a bandage kept wet 
with a solution of balf an ounce of acetate 
of lead to a quart of water. Then blister 
by rubbing in well one-third of a mixture 
composed of cantharides two drams, binio- 
dade of mercury one dram, lard two ounces. 
Wash this off in twenty-four hours and 
rub on a little grease. Repeat every two 
weeks until three applications have been 
made, keeping the horse tied to prevent 
gnawing the blistered part, and give a 
couple months’ rest. Should this treatment 
fail it will be necessary to fire, but this 
is an operation that requires considerable 
eare and should be done under the direc- 
tion of a good veterinarian.

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A Few Hints on Spring Management 
of Bees. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

methods of man- 


There are many 


agement in spring calculated to help 


the bees build up to the necessary 
strength for the honey flow. but 


first let me explain the condition of 
the colony in early spring and the 
condition it ought to be in at the 
veginuing of the honey flow, or sea 
son When the surplus honey Is storea, 


the worker bee only lives about 
forty-five days in the working sea- 
son, but by lying quiet or partially 
dormant her life is lengthened so 
that the colony is enabled to live 
through the long cold winter. but 
under even the most favorable con- 
ditions so many of the older ones 
die before spring that only a_ few 
are left compared with what there 


were the fall before. Breeding usual- 
ly ceases about the time of the first 


frosts in the fam and begins in a 
small way along in February= or 
March, so there are no young bees 
coming on the stage of action for 
three or four months to make up 
for the death rate from old age. 
Now the secret of successful honey 
production lies in knowing from 


what source to expect our honey and 
nave the full to overtlowing 
with bees at the time the honey flow 
begins. If the aim is to produce 
comb honey, we want a hive of a 
size that the average queen will have 
the combs about all tilled with brood 


hives 


vy the time the honey flow begins. 
Yhis is the condition we want at 
that time, for then the bees having 
no empty comb below are forced to 
put the new honey in the supers, 
where we want it. Your bees will 


never fail to store section honey if 
the combs below are all filled _— 
brood at the beginning of the héney 


tlow, and the proper surplus ar- 
rangements are put on at the right 
time. ‘Thus we see that it is very 


important to see that everything is 
as favorable as possible for the bees 
to build up strong in the spring. 


One of the greatest factors in get- 
ting strong colonies for the honey 
flow is to have them winter well; for 
with the very best wintering, 
the colony is greatly decimated. 


With poor wintering the colony may 
be so reduced that they do not live 
through the spring, or 
layed in building up that the honey 


i 
are so de- 


flow is gone before they arrive at 
the proper condition to store sur- 


plus. The greatest essentials, how- 
ever, aside from a goodly number of 
bees and a good queen are food and 
warinth. See that they have a queen 
and plenty of stores, (as seen under 
the head of spring feeding) and have 
everything snug and tight on top so 
all of the heat of the 
tained. I believe some kind of pack- 
ing, such as dry leaves or chaff, on 
top, is a good thing for this purpose. 
Sometimes swarms that have veen al- 
lowed to build their combs without 
the aid of foundation will have so 
much drone comb as to be seriously 


bees is re- 


handicapped. A good authority has 
said it takes as much food to raise 
two drones as three workers; the 


drones do no work and consume the 
while if they had worker 
combs and raised all workers instead, 
the colony would be gaining right 
along. Such colonies if in frame 
hives should have their combs _re- 
paired by cutting out the drone comb 
and fitting in worker comb in its 
place. Worker comb can usually be 
saved from hives where the bees have 
died in winter. The combs should 
be repaired in the spring before the 


stores, 


bees have had time to fill them with 
brood, some time in April if the 
weather is nice and warm. If there 
is brood in the drone comb, how- 
ever, it can be cut out anyway, no 
harm will be done except the waste 
of what food it has consumed. Good 
straight all worker combs are very 
essential to the best suecess with 
bees. 

Another thing, do not have any 
super of sections or empty 


combs on the hive in early spring, 
before the time comes to expect sur- 


plus, for not only are’ the boxes 
daubed up with glue or propolis, and 
thus greatly injured in looks; but 
they are a great damage’ to the

If your 
hive is consttueted so there is a 
space over the frames, lay a cloth 
on them and fill up the empty space 
with leaves or chaff.

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

That prevention of disease is better 
than a cure is never disputed but still 
in caring fer our domestic animals we 
often, as in other things, fail to do as 
well as we know, and at other times 
more extended knowledge on the sub- 
‘ect of prevention would easily enable 
us to prevent serious disease among 
our animals. With a view of stimulat- 
ing to action those who may be in- 
formed and of imparting some infor- 
mation to others the following sugges- 
tions may be in order. 

The season of the year is fast ap- 
nroaching when the veterinarian is 
frequently called upon to treat sudden 
attacks of disease in heavy draft 
horses, recognized by him as cases of 
\zoturia:; a disease following high 
feeding and a period of rest without 
exercise. By the local “Horse Doctor” 
they are often referred to as cases of 
spinal meningitis, an entirely different 
affection. The disease under consid 
eration causes every year the loss of 
many valuable horses and with proper 
are is entirely preventable, 

As almost nothing has been written 
on the subject for the benefit of the 
horse owner, he is usually in no sense 
familiar with it and when his horse 
hecomes attacked ~-cvceiy mysti- 
fied as to the cause, nature and proper 
treatment of the ailment. As already 
ntimated the disease develops in weil 
fed animals and is invariably preceded 
a period of rest on full feed, the 
attack appearing soon after the horse 
is put to work. .uese favorable condi- 
tions being most apt to prevail in the 
spring of the year, owing to the fact 
that the teams have been fed a plenti- 
ful supply of grain to fit them for the 
heavy farm work and bad weather fre- 
quently enforces idlesness, hence more 
cases are seen at this season. 

The attack is sudden. When hitched 
after 2 or 3 days of rest the horse 
starts off feeling unusually well but in 
a short time, in many instances after 
heing driven 2 or 3 miles and some- 
times a shorter distance, is seen to 
drive less freely and soon begins to 
lag. Very stiffness in one or 

h l limbs is noticeable followed 
lecided Tameness and in many in- 
tances by complete paralysis of the 
osterior limbs—the patient being un 
able to rise even with assistance. Be- 
I 





soon 


re this stage is reached profuse 
weating, particularly of the affected 
parts, is observed. The urine becomes 
very dark resembling strong coffee in 
color and large in amount. The symp- 


toms follow each other rapidly and in 
many cases the horse will travel but 
a short distance before getting down. 
At other times the disease does not 
progress to the extent of causing 
paralysis of the hind limbs. Exercise 
being the exciting factor in bringing 
on the attack after the horse is pre- 
disposed by rest on full feed if cireum 
stances are such that the animal is 
stopped very soon after the first sym 
ptom is shown—the journeys end has 
been reached or the driver recognizes 
the seriousness of the case—the at 
tack is usually mild and may not pro 
sress so far as to even show the de- 
cided lameness seen in more severe 
eases Trembling, sweating, tend- 
ency to lag, with increase of urinary 
secretion considerably darker in color 
than normal, will be the symptoms 
observed The horse may not go 
down at all and should the patient a 
sume the recumbent position will soon 
able to rise again. 

To better familiarize the reader with 
the history and symptoms of Azoturia 
the following cases from the writers’ 
practice may be mentioned. Not 
Many days ago my attention wa 
called to a heavy draft horse in good 
condition suddenly lamed from sup- 
posed displacement of the stifle bone 
(patella). Preparation was made to 
reduce the dislocation but an exam 
ination revealed an entirely different 
state of affairs. It was found that on 
account of the bad weather the horse 
had not been’ working for several days 
and when hitched in the morning for 
the purpose of hauling corn appeared 
In usual health. The day. was cold 
and after reaching the farm and secui 
ing the load the team was tied in a 
W ndy cold place while another wage 
Was loaded. When tnis was done th 
horse was discovered so lame as to be 
unable to walk He was at 
once placed in the barn and the af 

. I Ine was found decidedly 


almost

dark in color which with the history 
of the patient revealed the nature of 
the trouble. The attack progressed 
no farther and in two or three days 
the horse went home well. In this in- 
stance the attack came on after the 
horse had been driver some distance 
and then stopped. It usually appears 
while the horse is being driven. 

I was once called hurriedly to at- 
tend a horse which the informant 
stated had been driven to the country 
in the morning well and was then be 
ing led back home very sick and de 
cidedly lame. Inquiry showed the 
patient to be a draft horse in good 
condition having been well fed to fii 
him for market. He was worked oul; 
occasionally and on the morning in 
question was driven single to the coun 
try. He started off feeling well but 
after going about 3 miles began to 
drive less freely and to perspire. He 
soon got worse and the owner think 
ing he had the colic stopped at the 
first farm barn and unhitched. After 
letting him stand for a short time it* 
was decided, as no very bad symptoms 
were shown, to drive on. Very soon 
the symptoms returned, became worse 
and the owner decided to lead the 
horse home. The lameness became 
more and more aggravated and before 
reaching town the paralysis became so 
complete in both hind limbs that the 
patient fell unable to rise and had to 
be hauled home. Death subsequently 
followed. Had the horse been left 
for two or three days at the farm 
where he was first unhitched and 
sparingly fed he would have made a 
good recovery. Another case occurred 
on a farm whose owner, by having had 
experience with previous cases had 
learned the cause and in this instance 
finding too long a time would elapse 
without work, sought to prevent an 
attack by driving the team on pur- 
pose to give the desired exercise. This 
brought on a mild attack from which 
the horse soon recovered. The owner 
was right in thinking exercise neces- 
sary but the team should have been 
driven daily. 

To the owner it does not matter 
whether this be a disease primarily 
of the kidneys, liver, blood or some 
other organ. Prevention is the es- 
ential thing and when the main causes 
in operation to bring on an attack 
are remembered, this is easy. When 
the daily work from any cause is in- 
terrupted exercise of some other form 
should be provided. The horse may 
be turned out in the yard or exercised 
in any way. The grain ration should 
be much reduced during enforced idle- 
ness. I am aware that is is not al- 
ways practicable to furnish the team 
with exercise, but in such cases when 
the horse is put to work he can be 
carefully watched and stopped where 
ever he may be as soon as anything 
wrong is observed. This will almost 
always insure a mild attack and a 
In these mild cases no 
treatment is usually necessary. Re 
pose, a blanket to keep the surface of 
the body warm, followed by a restrict- 
ed laxative diet for a few days are the 
essentials in restoring normal condi 
tions. When put to work the labor 
should begin gradually. 

In the more severe cases medi: inal 
treatment is very essential and is di 
rected toward allaying nervous ex 
citement and hastening the elimina 
tion of the water (urea) from 
the system. In all instances where the 
symptoms indicate a more than a mild 
attack no time should be lost in send- 
ing for the nearest reliable veterinary 
surgeon, who from experience, edu 
cation etc., is best equipped to place 
the animal on the road to recovery. 
It should always be remembered that 
during enforced days of idleness the 
feed should be reduced, and if possible 
exercise given, and that in case an at- 
tack appears the horse should be stop 
ped wherever he may be when the 
ymptoms are observed. If these 
facts are kept in mind and the infor 
mation acted upon no one need Jose a 
valuable horse with Azoturia.

No Soft Feed. 


A subscriber at Northfield, Iowa, 
writes: “I have been very successful 
with chickens until the last three or 
four years. When about 
old they droop and die.

weak in a short time. If they get 
down, they cannot get up. Have fed 
them bread crumbs, dry or soaked in 


milk, milk curd, pepper and dry corn- 
meal with a very little oil meal in it. 
They have plenty of water, sand and 
gravel, are kept in a dry place and are 
free from lice 1 scatter fresh lime 
around their runs and keep their coops 
clean.” 

It is our opinion that you give your 
chicks too much soft feed. Since your 
present mode of feeding is giving you 
such unsatisfactory results, suppose 
you try our plan. Feed soaked bread 
the first two or three days. After that 
give millet seed, cracked wheat and 
corn. We have followed this plan for 
a number of years and have been uni- 
formly successful in rearing our 
broods. 





Checking the Egg-Eating Vice. 

When every for 
hatching, and when the owner of the 
flock is making use of every art in 
order to obtain as many of them as 
possible, it is somewhat disconcerting 
to find that the hens have suddently 
taken up the egg-eating vice. And this 
is something which is very liabie to 
happen when the hens are kept in 
close confinement, which is often nec- 
essary to insure the purity of the eggs. 
The best method of putting a check 
upon this bad habit is to feed the hens 
all the egg shells which they will eat. 
This will be effective every time. We 
never knew it to fail. There is no 
need of crushing the shells; simply 
dump them in the pan, half a pnailful 
of them, in the shape in which they 
were left when broken in the kitchen. 
When the shells are all consumed put 
in a new supply. Give the hens all 
the egg shells they want and they they 
will not meddle with the eggs in the 
boxes. This is on the principle of the 
Keeley cure, and as a temporary ex- 
pediment can always be relied upon.

Fumigating With Sulphur. 


A thorough fumigation of the poul- 
try house with sulphur in the spring 
will make the fight against lice during 
the balance of the season a compara- 
tively easy task. But little good is 
done unless a dense smudge is created, 
and we have found that everyone is 
not familiar with the manner of burn- 
ing the sulphur best calculated to 
produce this end. Take some porous 
bricks and break them in pieces about 
the size of walnuts. Fill an old kettle 
or tin pail about a third full of these 
pieces and then pour in kerosene and 
let stand for an hour or two. Then 
pour off the excess of oil and drop a 
lighted match among the pieces of 
brick. By the time the oil has burned 
away the pieces will be at a red heat. 
when the pail should be immediately 
conveyed to the poultry house and the 
sulphur dropped into it. The persons 
doing this must then beat a hasty re- 
treat and close the door behind him. 
This has proved the most satisfactory 





method of fumigating with sulphur 
that we have ever tried. 
Cholera. 
A Malta, Ill., subscriber writes: 
“Kindly give me a remedy through 
your paper for my chickens. They 
seem to be all right until within five 
or six hours of death. Then they get 
a slight diarrhea, get black in the 


comb, crawl into a nest and die. They 
have no lice. They are full blooded 
Plymouth Rocks and have the range 
of the farm.” 

This looks a good deal like cholera, 
but that disease seldom makes its ap- 


pearance so early in the season. Try 
the following: 1 oz. sulphuric acid, 
1% pound of copperas; dissolve the 


copperas in two gallons of rain water; 
then add the acid and stir well. Keep 
it covered and in a cool place, and 
put one pint of the liquid in every gal- 
lon of drinking water furnished the 
fowls. 








Poor Economy. 


Many breeders who are now asking 
$2 for eggs will cut the price to a 
dollar after the first of June. Many 
thrifty people who are contemplating 
buying a setting or two of eggs will 


think the extra dollar worth saving, 
and postpone their order until the 
lower price takes effect. This is mis- 
taken economy. Chicks hatched the 
first of May are worth double those 


hatched the first of June. Anyone will 
have the proof of this who makes a 
comparison of the two broods in the 
fall Most breeders break up their 
breeding pens the first of June. They 
have no use for chicks hatched three 
weeks after that date, and don’t want 
to be tempted to sell eggs to other peo- 
ple the product of which is liable to 
be a disappointment to them. 


A Home-Made Insect Powder. 

Take a quart of coal ashes sifted as 
fine as flour and add to it two table- 
spoonfuls of carbolic acid, a_ table- 
spoonful of sassafras, a gill of car- 
bonate of lime and a gill of Scotch 
snuff. Mix well and you will have as 
good an insect powder as you can 
buy, and far better than those which 
are usually sold at the country stores. 
Dust the chicks with this powder once 
every two weeks and you will not need 
thing else to protect them from lice.

Substitutes for Coffee. 

During the last few years a large 
number of substitutes for coffee 
have been put upon the market, such 
as Postum Cereal, Caramel Cereal, 
Grain-O, Mo-Ko, etc. They are rep- 
represented to be healthful, medicinal, 
an aid to digestion, nutritive in the 
highest degree and if one were to be- 
lieve the advertisements, the very 
elixir of life. The Orono, Maine, Ex- 
periment Station has gone to the 
trouble of purchasing these and other 
substitutes in the open market and 
publishing the result of the analyses 
in bulletin 65. The conclusions are 
given as follows: 

“Skimmed milk is generally consid- 
ered a pretty thin beverage but it con- 
tains from three to twenty times as 
much solids as these so-called nutri- 
tious drinks. Wheat-Shred Drink is 
perhaps a fair illustration of these 
goods. The label claims it to be ‘nu- 
tritive in the highest degree,’ and yet 
one would have to drink four and a 
half gallons of the infusion to get the 
amount of protein furnished by one 
quart of skimmed milk. A teacupful 
(one-fifth of a quart) of the decoction 
of Postum Cereal, which it is claimed 
‘nourishes, strengthens and vitalizes,’ 
contains about one-seventh of an 
ounce of solids (dry matter) and 
about .01 of an ounce of protein (ni- 
trogenous matter). While it would 
take nearly one-fourth of a cup of 
skimmed milk to furnish this weight 
of solids, the protein of a cup of Pos- 
tum Cerea! is contained in a dessert 
spoonful of skimmed milk.” 

It would seem from the above that 
the more cream and sugar you put in 
these drinks the most nutritive they 
become For our own part we lik 
the old-fashioned coffee with plenty 
of rich cream in it. If this did not 
agree with us we think we could 
make a very good substitute by toast- 
ing some good clean wheat or rye or 
better still soy beans, grinding it in 
the coffee mill and making a coffee 
substitute much cheaper than those 
furnished in the market. 


ideal Results of Woman’s Clubs. 


The ideal results of women’s clubs 
might be strikingly illustrated by the 
Art Committee of the Federation, for 
in the composition of the picture the 
story could be told. 

Near the centre of the canvas, in the 
strongest light and shade, woman 
might be represented as she was thirty 
or more years ago—attending to home 
duties; while in perspective one might 


see her social ones—chiefly religious 
meetings, church socials, occasional

In marked contrast would be 
a picture of this biennial showing 
women young and old, from all parts 
of Iowa and from other states, discus- 
sing questions old and new that affect 
the welfare of humanity. This is an- 
other ideal result of clubs, because 
they are a common basis of interest, 
including, as they do, the mother, the 
child, the teacher, the home. Club 
women should, and many of them are 
becoming truer friends to each other. 
Personal affairs are almost forgotten 
as they work for the good of others 
and to help the world. The curious 
and doubtful will soon be able to ex- 
claim: “Behold how these club women 
love one another.” The mothers and 
daughters in the homes must be more 
than efficient housekeepers. To reap 
ideal results they must also study the 
world’s standard of efficiency. 
The mother of all Woman’s Clubs, 
the Sorosis of New York City, is the 
ideal result of the first visit of Charles 
Dickens to this country thirty-two 
years ago. The New York Press Club 
welcomed him with a grand banquet, 
but excluded the two lady members of 
this club. The result was a righteous 
indignation meeting and the organiza- 
tion of Sorosis, which recently cele- 
brated its thirty-first anniversary, and 
for years has been an inspiration and 
a help to women all over the land, 
teaching them 
“That like the bird which, halting in 
its flight

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

First organize the company by 
electing a president, secretary, treas- 
and at least three directors, or 
if a large company a director from 
each division. Build the line with No. 
12 galvanized steel wire, making all 
splices firm and strong. Use poles, 
twenty-five to the mile, 16 to 20 ft. 
long with one-sixth of the pole in the 
ground. Use glass insulators with 
prackets. As a protection for the 
poles against lightning, ground at 
least every tenth pole by stapling gal- 
yanized wire the whole length of the 
pole and extending six inches above 
the top. Wrap the lower end of the 
wire around the pole several times, 
or better make a hole about eight 
feet deep in the ground with an iron 
rod and run the wire to the bottom 
of the hole. Tie wire to’ insulators 
by placing the tie wire on back side 
of insulator, bring ends around to line 
above and below, cross to right and 
left and wrap firmly around line wire. 
Anchor and guy all corner poles 
firmly. 

The line with the necessary cen- 
rals for exchange between divisions, 
the size depending upon the size of 
the company, should be the only part 
of the system owned or controlled by 
the company. But the company should 
make it a rule that no_ subscriber 
could put in a switch or any device 
that would in any way interfere wita 
the use of the line. 

Then let each subscriber buy, and 
own as his private property, a bridg- 
ing telephone with the ringer move- 
ment wound to 1,600 ohms resistance 
and a generator that will ring through 
forty to fifty thousand ohms, which 
can be bought from $11.50 to $15, 
according to the make of the instru- 
ment. Some may want one kind and 
some will prefer another make, but 
they will work well together if the 
ringer movements are wound to the 
same resistance and _ properly in- 
stalled. Ground in a well if possible, 
but if not ground with an iron rod ten 
or twelve ft. in the ground, and soider 
all ground connections. 

If afraid that the lightning arresters 
that come with the instruments will 
not be a sufficient protection, set a 
post a short distance from the build- 
ing. bring the wire from the line to 
the post and fasten firmly and let the 
wire extend about four feet beyond 
toward the building. Wrap the end 
of this wire tightly around a broom 
handle, making a coil about six inches 
long and make a loop in the end of 
the wire .Make a hook in the end of 
the wire connecting the building and 
hook it into the loop. Wrap the wires 
with rubber tape about six inches 
each side of the connection for a 
hand to protect from shock in case 
of disconnecting during a storm. The 
spring coil will keep it taut when 
connected, 

Should some of the parties wish to 
have private lines, let them connect 
up the barbed wire fences with good 
firm connections, brightening rusty 
wire before splicing, and using poles 
to get over roadways and gates. I 
have four miles of such line that works 
to perfection. If between subscribers. 
they can call over the main line and 
then switch over and talk on private 
line. If one of them is not a sub- 
Scriber, the subscriber will need to 
have call bells on his end of private 
line. In such a case the subscriber 
cannot put in a common one lever 
Switch, for when he is switched off 


onto the private line he could not be 


urer, 





called and consequently this would 
interfere with the main line. He can 
however, put in a double action 


Switch that will leave the bells on 
the main line conne:ted so that he 
can be called at any time when he is 
ringing and talking on any other line 
or division. In this case no com 
plaint can justly be made by any one 
of the company as it will not then 
interfere in any way with the line, 
either in being called or in loading 


any other division with another sct 
of bells 

On all party lines there will be 
more or less eavesdropping and con- 


sequently making it harder for th 
others to call over the line. When 
the receiver is down it cuts out it 
Own bells of 1,600 ohms resistance and 
leaves only the resistance of the in 
duction and receiver coils which are 


less than 500 ohms, thereby weakening 
the line, by letting part of the current 
Dass to the ground that should p.ss 


Over the line As the only probable 
remedy I would suggest that the lis 
‘ening party either hang up the r« 


ceiver or pull down the automatic 
hook when he hears a ring start. As 
the battery is only needed when talk- 
ing out, I would suggest the placing 
of a one-point switch in the primary 
circuit, as by so doing the strength of 
the battery can better be kept up and 
there will be noises from the room 
going out on the line when the bat- 
tery is cut out of circuit by the 
switch and the receiver is down. If 
there is no switch to cut the battery 
out of circuit and the receiver is 
down for any great length of time the 
battery will polarize (weaken) so it 
will be hard to hear the person talk- 
ing through the instrument. 

There are two mutual companies in 
this vicinity. In one each subscriber 
owns his instruments and connections 
to line as his own private property and 
they seem to get along smoothly and 
without friction. In the other the 
company owns the instruments and 
there is a great deal of trouble and 
fault finding in regard to the proper 
use of the company instruments and 
the rights that each subscriber should 
have. There are a number of other 
points in regard to central, etc., that 
I might mention but this Is enough 
for one time.

Soy Beans and Sorghum. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

I have been milking twenty 
most of the time and have been feed- 
ing corn, clover hay and corn 
fodder with some bran. I find bran 
too expensive. I would like to know 
how to grow soy beans as a substi- 
tute for bran. At present I know 
nothing about them. Therefore, be 
kind enough to tell us what kind of 
ground would be best for soy beans. 
My land is very rich and has been 
used for cattle feeding for a long time 
and to which large amounts of ma- 
nure have been applied. Give us the 
amount of feed per acre, cost, number 
of acres required to feed twenty cows 
in connection with clover hay and 
corn and oats ground together. 

I had two acres of sorghum last 
year and have some o. it in the barn 
put there in February in dry cold 
weather. I cut it with a McCormick 
open end harvester, tied loosely, put 
six sheaves together first and in about 
three days set three shocks in one, 
making eighteen sheaves in a shock, 
and let them stand until I wanted to 
fed them. I put the last few loads 
in the barn as I said above and ricked 
it up in rows one sheaf length across 
and turning butts and tops in the pile 
as high as I could reach but did not 
tramp. My object in turning them 
was to make them pile up evenly and 
not fall over. I will try to grow sor- 
ghum as soon as I can cut my early 
Oats this year. I think cutting with 
the binder is the best plan. I wish 
I could show you a sheaf of that sor- 
ghum as I am sure you will give up 
the idea that it will not do to bind 
sorghum east of the Missouri river for 
fear of molding and heating. Let me 
drop this word of caution: don’t cut 
it when dew is on; second, don’t cut 
it just after a rain; third, cut on a 
windy day and go only one way, to 
ward the wind, as. you cannot reel it 
back against the wind; fourth, shock 
as soon as cut and don’t let lie on the 
ground over night: fifth, don’t tie it 
tight enough to mash the stalks but 
tie very loosely. 

I shipped to the creamery last year 
127,322 pounds of milk, feeding the 
calves on skim-milk. Last year I 
grew thirty-five calves, some of which 
[ bought from dairymen near Des 
Moines, and siete all on skim-milk.

How to Fight the Codling Moth. 

C. P. Gillette, the entomologist of 
the Colorado Experiment Station, has 
issued a bulletin on this subject. He 
points out the fact that many people 
Spray for the codling moth without any 


apparent beneficial results, while oth- 
ers have marked success. He says 
that the reason for this is that the 


Spraying is not done at the right time 
in one case and is in the other. The

right time is immediately after the 
blossoms fall and before the calyces 


of the forming apples close. Do not 
wait for the late blossoms. The oper- 


ation should be repeated in a week or 
ten days at the latest. He says use a 
nozzle that throws a medium fine 
spray, but not a mist, and directed so 


that the liquid will be thrown into 
every blossom or calyx. Spray from 


at least two sides of the tree, and it is 
better to stand in a wagon box in order 
to get at the tree properly. Paris 
Green is given as about as effectual as 


any of the poisons, but it must be 
kept thoroughly agitated during the 
spraying. Use one pound Paris Gree 
to 160 gallons of water, mixing the 
poison in a small amount of water first 
and then in a larger amount. For 
each pound of the poison used add 
one or two pounds of freshly slaked 
line. This is to keep the poison from 


burning the foliage. 

In addition to spraying, he suggests 
that bandages of burlap or other cheap 
fabric should be placed about the 
trunks of the trees from the middle of 
June until September. This will col- 
lect large numbers of the larvae, 
which gather under them for the pur 
pose of changing to the pupa and then 
to the moth stage. These bandages 
should be removed once a week and 
the larvae destroyed. The easiest way 
to bandage the tree is to take a strip 
4 inches wide with two or three thick- 
nesses of cloth and hold it in place 
with a single carpet tack. This band- 
age can be taken off and _ replaced 
easily. Fallen fruit should be de- 
stroyed either by allowing hogs or 
sheep to harvest it, or gathering it by 
hand. It must be picked up at once, as 
the worms leave the apples quickly.

Cooking Corn for Hogs. 


A correspondent from Washington 


writes 
“IT notice that Mr. 


John Cownie of 


Iowa, who claims to have had thirty- 
eight years experience in the hog 
business, is credited with the state- 


ment in an address before the Kansas 
State Board of Agriculture that he 
feeds his fattening hogs nothing but 


corn and he does not want the feed 
cooked or ground. Have there been 


experiments made to 
value of cooked 
fatten- 


any conclusive 
determine the relative 
and raw cereals and roots for 
ing purposes?” 

This subject has been the matter of 
experimentation in the Agricultural 
Colleges of Kansas, Ohio, Iowa, and 
Wisconsin as well as in various other 
states. We give the results as given 
by Prof. Henry in his book on Feeds 
and Feeding. 

At the Kansas Station it required 
749 pounds of corn cooked with steam 
to make 100 pounds of gain and 636 
of uncooked. In Iowa it required 538 
pounds of cooked corn to make 100 of 
gain and but 443 of uncooked, and 562 
of cooked corn meal and 445 of un- 
cooked. At the Canada Station where 
the feed was equal parts of peas, 
barley and rye ground and cooked it 
required 417 pounds to make 100 of 
gain and 425 of the uncooked. At the 
Ohio Station 591 pounds of corn of un- 
cooked to a mush and 552 of uncooked 
made 100 pounds of gain. Wiscon- 
sin has made five test. In the first 
444 pounds of cooked corn meal and 
shorts equal parts made 100 pounds 
of gain and it required 452 of the un- 
cooked. In another trial 419 of the 
cooked was required and 438 of the 
uncooked. In still another trial 468 
of the cooked and 488 of the uncooked. 
In two subsequent trials where the 
feed was two parts of corn meal and 
one part of shorts it required 44% 
pounds of cooked and 451 of uncooked 


and 421 of the cooked and 442 of the 
uncooked. 


Commenting on this Prof. Henry 
says: “Including all the trials so far 
as known that have been favorable to 
cooking feed, and omitting many, for 
lack of space, that are unfavorable to 
that operation, the average shows that 
476 pounds of the uncooked meal or 
grain were required for 100 pounds of 
gain with pigs, while after it was 
cooked 505 pounds were required. 
This shows a loss of six per cent of 
the feeding value of these substances 
through cooking.”

blood warm water and let his nose 
stick out. Hold him there a few

Plans for Hog Houses. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

For the benefit of a subscriber who 
asked for a plan for a hog house | 
will send a description of one I have 
been using several years with satis- 
faction. The floor is two-inch stuff 
and is 14 by 42 ft. The north half is 
covered with a shed, rear corners 4 


ft. high, front 6 ft. high. The entire 
floor is divided into seven rooms, half 
of each room being open and the 


other half enclosed. Each room has 
a sliding glass winadow 20 by 24 in. 
near the top and a door 214 by 4 fi. 
hung on good hinges. Inside the shed 
the partitions are boarded up tight 4 
ft. high while outside the partitions 
are made by a panel of fence arranged 
to set in or lift out at pleasure. The 
shed is made as near air tight as is 
possible with ordinary matched ium- 
ber while the outside is enclosed by 
a common board fence. Entrances 
can be made to suit the surrounding 
lots or pastures. I have three out- 
side doors or gates each opening into 
different enclosure. The building of 
course can be made any size and with 
any number of pens, but the size of 
the above given, 6 by 7 ft., seems to 
be about the right size for sleeping 
quarters. The floor should slope tv 
the south enough to drain.

spects. First, they are easily moved 
as desired; second, they are much 
warmer; third, they let in more sun- 
shine and light which is one of the 
essentials of successful pig raising. 

Floor is 6 ft. square on four 2 by 
4's. At each end one 2 by 4 five ft. 
long is placed at the center to nail 
the gable ends: and ridge pole to, 
which is a 2 by 4 five ft. eight in. 
long. The roof may be made out of 
shiplap or roofing boards; I use the 
latter and batten them. The 
commences at top and is nailed to the 
floor on the sides at bottom. Fenders 
eight in. from floor are put in at the 
ends only as the roof makes pyro- 
tection for the pigs on the sides. The 
door is to be made on the side by 
cutting two boards three ft. long out 
of the center roof boards. If you use 
ten in. boards two will make a door 
wide enough. Put a window sash over 
the door so as to slide up or down 
on the outside of the roof, and put 
a row of shingles over the top of the 
window and it is completed. 

After painting it you have a hoz 
house that costs a little over $5 and 
may be used to put young calves in 
or for sheep during lambing se2son 
as well as a number of other things. 
In cold, windy weather shut the door 
ind the window will let in plenty of 
light and a great deal stronger than 
if through a door.

Contagious Abortion. 


It is the settled policy of Wallaces’ 
Farmer Whenever a disease becomes 
prevalent among live stock to 
furnish from Week to week all 
the information that seems valuable 
that can be found in any part of the 
civilized world.
